DR WERNHER VON BRAUN OUTLINES 
“A World Satellite Telegram_ Service 


That_Will_Pay_For 


Dr 


Travel_In_ Space 


. Amsterdam, Aug. 28. 

Wernher von Braun, inventor of the V2 and brain behind 
the “Explorer” satellites, tonight outlined a plan to ring. 
the Earth with satellites handling all 


the world’s tele- 


grams — and financing interplanetary travel with the 


"_ proceeds. 


The German-born head of 
America’s guided = missile pro- 
jects, addressing a press con- 
ference here, added in reply to 
questions = that the moon 
rocket America already pos- 
sesses is almost powerful enough 
for nn interplanetary trip to 
Venus or Mars. 


He told reporters at the In- 
ternational Astronautical Con- 
gress here the “telegram satel- 
lites” would be equipped with 
tape recorders to receive clgnals 
sent up from super-speed elec- 
tronic machines, which could 
handle impulses of a millionth 
of a second. 

They could register whole 
books ina few seconds, he said. 


All Stations East 


A satellite passing over 
London would recosd = signals 
from the ground station there 
containing all the telegrams for 
Frankfurt, Munich, Vienna, 


Istanbul and so on. 


“A few minutes later the 
satellite appears over Frankfurt, 
where, on a signal from the 
ground station, it plays-back all 
the messages for Frankfurt and 
is ready to receive -more 
telegrams,” Dr Von Braun said. 

He added thot a rate of only 
a penny a word. would. be 
enough to .finance all space 
travel, including expeditions to 
the Moon and Mars,

Dr von’ Braun, who was still 
using a-walking stick o5 a 
result. of a back injury ‘he 
sustained on Monday, said o' 
the US, moon-rocket: “a little

Dr von Braun said he was still 
convinced that his eight-year-old 
plan fer a permanent manned 
satellite space statlon was feasi- 
ble, despite the recent discovery 
of a dangerous radiation belt

He said the station could orbit 
below the danger level, and could 
be used to launch low-speed 
rocketa which would be unable 
to escape the atmosphere if they 
started {rom ground level. «| 


More Difficult 


Dr Herbert York, 
physicist of {the American 
advanced research projects 
agency, declined at the same 
press conference to predict what 
would happen next In space 
travel. : 

“Every time we say what we 
are going to do, the Russians do 
it," he declared. 

Dr York said the first filghts
